Tho rig ht to p ro test and the rig ht to 
assert o ne’s self are two natural, in­ 
alienable rig hts o f which no law, p reju­ 
dice, o r custo m can dep rive a wo man, 
t sed judicio usly , few’ are mo re effect­ 
ive 
fo r self-p ro tectio n. 
One o f the 
fundamental causes o f the subjectio n cf 
wo man thro ug h all tho ag es has been 
her submissio n in si’ence, her failure to 
exercise her to ng ue and will 
co urag ­ 
eo usly and p ersistently . 
In mo st Instances the injustice and 
wro ng s fro m which wo men suffer in 
the family relatio ns wo uld bo remedied 
if wo men 
wo uld make kno wn their 
g rievances, p ro test vig o ro usly , and as­ 
sert themselves. 
Sup p o se the multi­ 
tude o f wives and daug hters who aro 
secretly chaffing ag ainst p ecuniary de­ 
p endence o n husbands o r fathers sho uld 
p lainly p resent tho matter in all its 
bearing s, and p ro test ag ainst the in­ 
justice, 
In nine instances o ut o f ten a 
mo re satisfacto ry adjustment o f limm- 
cial relatio ns between husband anil 
wife, o r between father and daug hter 
wo uld bo the result. 
Even o bstinate 
cases o f selfishness and sting ino ss wo uld 
y ield to a determinatio n o n the p art o f j 
tho wo man to resig n her p o sitio n in 
the ho useho ld fo r o ne in tho scho o l­ 
ro o m, sto re, o r o ther p laces where her 
services wo uld be reg arded as having a 
mo ney value.

Enlig hten­ 
ment, exp lanatio n, and p ro test sho w’ 
these matters in a different p o sitio n, 
enable a man to at least p artially co m­ 
p rehend the wo man’s side, and his 
seuso o f justice and desire to do rig ht 
and to p lease will o ften remedy the 
wro ng .

T he C h rek rr d C a reer o f n F a m o u s I n d ia n 
Trib e. 
Th e story of th e Tuscaroras is a 
ch eckered one. 
Th ey were adop ted 
into th e Iroquois in 1712. 
Th ey came 
from North Carolina in 1708. wh ere 
th ey h ad 15 towns and 1,500 warriors. 
Th eir existence th ere was th e same as 
all oth er tribes, th e same old story— 
encroach ments by th e wh ites, 
wh o 
robbed th em of th eir lands, and wh en 
residence followed, leng and bloody 
border wars ensued. 
Th ey burnt one 
Lawson, th o Sui v ejor General of North 
Carolina, wh o h ad marked some of 
th eir territory into lots for th e settlers. 
Th ey cap tured th e German Baron de 
Graflenried, but released h im after 
fiv e w'oeks on h is p romise th at h e would 
occup y none of th eir lands with out 
th eir consent. 
In 17 IT inv aders of 
th eir territory cap tured 800 Tuscaroras 
in a fort on th e Neuse riv er. 
Th ese 
were killed, or sold as slav es into 
South Carolina. 
Th e remainder mi­ 
grated to Now l'ork, as oth ers h ad p re­ 
v iously done. 
Prev ious 
to th is th e 
Tuscaroras, on th e 22d oi Sep tember, 
171 J, h ad killed 100 wh ites on Albe­ 
marle sound. 
In th e war o f th e Rev olution most o f 
th e Iroquois adh ered to th e English ; 
but many of th e Tuscaroras and Onei- 
das were friendly to th o colonists. 
Wh en Gen. Sulliv an and Col. Ganse- 
v oorfc made th eir destructiv e camp aign 
against th e Indians on th e route o f ih o 
lower Moh awk castle, th ey were treated 
w ith ev ery mark of friendsh ip and h os­ 
p itality in p assing th rough th e Tusca­ 
roras and Oneida castles. 
Th ese offi­ 
cers h ad been ordered to sp are th e 
Tuscaroras and Oneidas. 
Such p or­ 
tions of th eso tribes 
as 
h ad 
been 
English allies escap ed in canoes on 
Onieda lake, th ence down th e Oswego 
riv er, and coasted along Lake Ontario 
to th e British garison at Fort Niagara. 
In 1780 th e Tuscaroras camp ed on a 
mile square giv en th em by th o Sene­ 
cas, wh ich is a p art of th eir p resent 
reserv ation. 
’Ih o Holland Comp any 
subsequently gav e th em two square 
miles, to wh ich , in 180-1, th ey added, by 
p urch ase, 1,320 acres, making th e total 
of th eir reserv ation 0.210 acros. 
Th e 
United States gov ernment p aid for th o 
p urch ase $ 13,722, being p art of th e 
trust funds h eld by th e baited States 
on final adjustment of th e claims of th e 
Tuscaroras 
up cn 
North 
Carolina. 
Th us th o Tuscaroras commenced th eir 
settlement in th e town of Lewiston 
sev enteen years p rev ious to th e adv ent 
of th e Holland Land 
Comp any, and 
| nineteen or twenty years before th e 
commencement of settlements th ere by 
wh ites. 
Th e Tuscaroras were th us th e 
p ioneer settlers of th is region, and th e 
most kindly relations h av e 
existed 
between th em and th o wh ites 
ov er 
since. 
In th e war of 1812 th e Tusca­ 
roras were th e allies of th e Americans 
against th o English . 
Th e Mount Pleasant family, of wh om 
Joh n is now th o ch ief of th e Tuscaroras, 
h av e a p rominent h istory in th o border 
wars of th e old timo.' His grandfath er 
w as a "big Indian,” h av ing been a cap ­ 
tain in th o British army, and at one 
time comm Mutant of Fort Niagara. 
His son Joh n was th e fath er of th e 
p resent ch ief, 
llo was 58 years old in 
1841» , and h as leit records of h is early 
exp erience in th is region. 
He states 
th ere were no crows in th e Niagara 
region until after th e war of 1812. 
Deer were not p lenty, and th o wolv es 
h unted th em, driv ing th em into th e 
lake, and waiting until th ey, wearied 
with swimming, came on sh ore and 
were caugh t anil dev oured. 
"Wh en th e 
wolv es were h unted out, deer became 
p lenty. 
Bears were p lenty in some lo- 
ealities, and p anth ers were occasion­ 
ally killed lieroaboats. 
Bitterns, wh ite 
owls, and llocks of swan were seen 
about Niagara Falls, and on th e islands, 
and in th o marsh es. 
Wild erannerries 
abounded, and th ere were a great num­ 
ber of beav er dams. 
Salmon th ree 
feet long were often taken in Eigh teen 
INIib' Creek, near Lockp ort, and below 
th e falls of th o Oak Orch ard. 
Th e 
"woods are full” of Indian stories and 
romances th rough out all th is region of 
Niagara County. 
Th o binds h ereabout 
belonged to th e original Holland p ur­ 
ch ase. 
Th e first wh ite ch ild born on 
th e great Holland p urch ase was on th e 
HHh of June, 1801—“a fine boy,” as 
th e records state. 
He w as subse juent- 
ly Col. Henry B. Bamson, of Clarence.

The Bo y s in Blue. 
The Soldiers’ Reunion at the Franklin 
Grove camp grounds was a grand suc­ 
cess. This was the first meeting, by some 
of them, that they had engaged in since 
the war, and it was an occasion which 
afforded not only the participants much 
joy, but the lookers-on were also pleased 
with so much happiness. 
The cottages 
of the camp-meeting folks furnished ex­ 
cellent shelter for the soldiers and the oc­ 
casion generally was much enjoyed by 
all. 
Tho 
accommodating rains had 
ceased and the sun came out bright as if 
to welcome the old heroes to the beauti­ 
ful grove. 
The first day’s proceedings 
consisted principally of the reception of 
comrades of the different posts of the G. 
A. R., by G. W. Hewitt Post. 398. 
The 
first post to arrive was Post No. 299, of 
Dixon. 
The boys were escorted to their 
headquarters on the camp-ground and 
there they were busy until noon prepar­ 
ing for the camp. 
One of the features 
noticed at the headquarters of this post 
was a flag-staff fifty feet in height, and 
on the top was a monogram of the figures 
290, priuted on a streamer fifteen feet 
long with “ Dixon Post No. 290, G. A. 
It.;“ and also the United States regula­ 
tion flag twelve feet long, and a small 
flag with a trefoil representing the “ Iowa 
Corps,” the old Second, and at one time 
commanded by the “ Superb” Hancock. 
There was als© there the Post Flag and 
the old flag of Company C\, 34th Regt. 
111. Infantry. This flag was cairied in 
the battles of Corinth and Shiloh. 
At 12 
o’clock of the first day the different posts 
met and selected Col. A. P. Dysart as 
commandant of the camp, and Comman 
der C. W. Dcy, of Dixon Post, as adju­ 
tant. 
A patriotic speech was made by 
Elder Schoonmaker, and short addresses 
by others. 


On the second day the morning trains 
brought in a large number of ex-soldiers 
and about as many more visited the place 
to witness the exercises and hear the 
speeches. 
A little after noon the com­ 
rades formed in double file and with the 
gaily uniformed Brass Band and also the 
music of drum and fife, 
they again 
marched through the town with streamers 
flying. 
At noon the grounds were cov­ 
ered with carnages from the country 
about and there were about as many 
present as could well hear the speakers. 
The meeting was organized by calling

The occasion was, in its extent, a reun­ 
ion of the ex soldiers of Lee, Ogle and 
Whiteside Counties, and the regiments 
most largely represented were those that 
were mustered into the services here at 
Dixon and raised in this vkinity, princi­ 
pally the boys of the Thirteenth, Thirty- 
fourth and Seveny-fiffh Plinois Infautiy. 
On motion the camp was named in honor 
of General E. N. Kirk, of Sterling, anil 
member of the Thirteenth PUnois. Over 
three hundred and forty soldiers, repre­ 
se n tin g one hundred and sixteen dif­ 
ferent regiments were present. The Thir­ 
teenth, Fifteenth, Thirty fourth Forty- 
sixth. and Seventy-fifth Regiments were 
the most numerously represented, and 
each effected regimental organizations. 
Next to the Illinois there were most del­ 
egates from Pennsylvania. 
Thirty-six 
Illinois and thirty Pennsylvania regi­ 
ments were represented. Ohio, Michigan, 
New York, Missouri, Wisconsin. Iowa, 
Vermont,Maryland, Massachusetts, Main, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, and North

Nearly thirty five years ago there was, 
at Rockford, a trial for murder that was 
very similar to the case tried at the present 
session of the Lee county circuit court 
where A;thur Nettleton was indicted for 
the killing of Clarence White at a chari­ 
vari in Willow Creek township, this 
county. 
The Rockford case was, briefly 
stated, about as follows: 
Gov. Bebb, 
who had been a distinguished citizen of 
Ohio and formerly governor of that state, 
had moved on a farm about fifteen miles 
soutkeist of Rock, ne ar the line of Ogle 
and Winnebago counties. 
His son, some 
time afterwards, returned to Ohio and 
was married. 
On the night of the arriv 1 
of the young man at his father’s house 
with his bride, the boys of the neighbor­ 
hood gathered at the residence for a 
charivari, and commenced their uuearth- 
ly din, characteristic of such occasions. 
Gov. Bebb went into the yard aud re­ 
quested them to cease their disturbance 
and go away, but no attention was paid 
to his request. 
After several urgent de­ 
mands and warnings, he discharged a 
shot gun into the crowd and killed one 
Of the party. 
Mr. Bebb was indicted for 
murder and after an exciting trial a jury 
brought in a verdict of not guilty. 
At 
the time, we believe, it was very generally 
understood that Mr. Bebb fired into the 
crowd with the intention of hitting the 
parties who were making a disturbance 
about his house. 
Ohio’s great orator, 
Hon. Thomas Corwin, and also a Mr. 
Johnson, a noted lawyer of that state, 
came out and defended their friend, Gov. 
Bebb. 
Some time about the year 1852 
we believe Gov. Bebb made a very elo­ 
quent speech >n tho Court House, here in 
Dixon, in answer to one delivered a few 
days previous by Senator Stephen A. 
Douglas. 
He was a whig in politics and 
a man of marked ability. 
Tne young 
man, when shot, was in the door yard, 
and therefore on Mr. Bebb’s premises; 
and this fact, probably, gave the accused 
in that case an advantage over Arthur 
Nettleton in making his recent defense. 
Still the cases are so similar that 
the 
readers of Tu s T e l e g r a p h will be in. 
terestcd in read'ng a history of what was 
known at the time us the celebrated 
Rockford murder trial. 
In comparing the two cases we are 
clearly reminded of the fact that, as ad 
ministered by jurymen and courts, “ jus­ 
tice is indeed two-fold.” 
Here are two 
criminal cases that were nearly identical, 
where one of the accused is found guilty 
and severely punished, and the other 
goes free, without even a censure. 
Tne 
convicted is a boy with whom, if in 
either case, justice should have been 
' tempered with mercy,” while the person 
who goes unpunished was a man ripe in 
years and mature in 
judgment, who 
should have been considered more re. 
sponsible for his acts.
